HE COULDN'T REMEMBER WHAT HE PLAYED ("HEH. HEH. BUT DON’T TELL 
'EM THAT!"). HE SAID HE VAGUELY REMEMBERED DOING AN INTERVIEW 
AFTER THE SHOW WITH A MAGAZINE, AND I ASKED HIM IF HE EVER SAW THE 
PIECE ON HIM IN MAXIMUM ROCK AND ROLL. HE HAD NO IDEA WHAT THAT 
MAGAZINE WAS ABOUT. AND HE DIDN'T HAVE MUCH OF A CLUE ABOUT 
ANYTHING MORE UNDERGROUND THAN ROLLING STONE OR MTV HE'S 
AWARE OF THOSE EXISTING. BUT HE TENDS NOT TO PAY ANY ATTENTION 
TO THAT LOT OF "CONTEMPORARY' CULTURE HE GETS CAUGHT UP IN HIS 
MUSIC. OTHERWISE HIS ATTENTION SPAN IS SHOT. 

HE CAN JAM OUT A THOUSAND SONGS THAT ARE 
STORED IN HIS HEAD, REWRITE THEM SPONTANEOUSLY WITH EVERY 
PERFORMANCE. CREATE SONGS ON THE SPOT WITH SUCH AN EMOTIVE 
QUALITY AS TO SEND ALL THE COBAINS AND CORGANS OF THE WORLD 
CRYING TO THEIR PSYCHOTHERAPISTS AND SHOTGUN MESSIAHS, CROON 
ANY WOMAN IN THE ROOM TO TEARS WITH HIS BEAUTIFUL BALLADS (WHICH 
I PERSONALLY THINK ARE HIS FORTE), SHIT, PLAY AND SING EVERYTHING 
SIMULTANEOUSLY EVEN IN THE STUDIO WHERE HE DOESN'T NEED TO. BUT 
OTHERWISE HIS MIND IS LOCKED IN A GROOVE. HE'S STILL THE WILD MAN 
HE WAS IN HIS EARLY TWENTIES HELL. HE'S PROBABLY WILDER! HE STILL 
GOES THROUGH WOMEN LIKE HE DOESN’T WANT TO MISS ANY. AND HE 
STILL FALLS HEAD.ONG IN LOVE WITH EACH AND EVERY ONE OF THEM 
HE'S LIVED THE ROCK AND ROLL LIFESTYLE LONGER THAN ANY ROCKER 
STILL ALIVE . EXCEPTING MAYBE THE KILLER. ONE OF HASIL'S PERSONAL 
FAVES. 

OUR HILLBILLY DYNAMO IS VERY HARD TO COERCE INTO DOING 
ANYTHING OTHER THAN EXACTLY WHAT HE WANTS TO DO. THATS WHY I 
WAS SO LUCKY TO SPEND SO MUCH TIME WITH HIM, AS HE IS KNOWN TO 
WALK OUT OF STUDIO SESSIONS AFTER A FEW SONG. HE STILL PREFERS 
TO RECORD HIMSELF AT HIS WEST VIRGINIA HOME, AND TO STAND UP GIGS 
IN LIEU OF GETTING LOADED AT HOME. FOR THIS REASON BILLY MILLER AND 
TOOD ABRAMSON (MAXWELL'S AND TELSTAR RECORDS MOGUL) HAVE 
RESORTED TO PICKING HASIL UP AT HIS HOUSE AND TAKING HIM BACK 
HOME WHEN HE'S DONE' I SAT IN AWE AS HE RECORDED OVER 21 SONGS. 
MANY OF THEM OVER FIVE MINUTES LONG. HE'D GET CARRIED AWAY AND 
JUST DIDN'T WANT TO END A SONG UNTIL IT WAS GOOD AND READY TO END 
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ITSELF' 

'THE KIDS GO WILD WHEN I PLAY THOSE THEY HOLLER 
OUT FOR 'EM PLAY ONE OF THEM LONG SLOW ONES, THEY YELL UP', SAYS 
THE HAZE WHEN BILLY ASKS HIM TO TRY ENDING SOONER 'YEAH, I KNOW, 
AND THE SONG IS GREAT, BUT WE WANT TO BE ABLE TO GET MORE THAN 
FOUR SONGS ON THE TAPE'', BILLY WOULD OFTEN FIND HIMSELF SAYING 
'YAH GOT MT VITAMIN B, HONEY’'' HASIL ASKS 
PRESENT GIRLFRIEND FRANCES AS HE STEPS INTO THE CONTROL ROOM 
AFTER A FEW SONGS, 'YES DARLIN' ITS OUT IN THE CAR' SHE REPLIES 
"COULD YA FIX ME UP SOME OF THAT THERE? I NEED SOME VITAMIN B TO 
KEEP ME GOIN' 1 WHOOI WHATD YA THINK ABOUT THEM SONGS, EH BILLY?” 
HASIL ASKS . 

THEY WERE REAL HUNCHIN' MAN, THEY SOUNDED REAL GOOD!" BILLY 
ASSURES HIM. 

WHATD YOU THINK OF THEM?" HE ASKS ME "DID YOU LIKE'EM? 
YOU LIKE CARL PERKINS? THAT LAST SONG THAT WAS A SONG HE DONE!" 

”1 LIKE THEM ALL", I RESPONDED. 'THAT 'CHOCOLATE 
HONEYMOON SONG' WAS GOOD TOO!" 

HE'D SAY SOMETHING UNINTELLIGIBLE AND THEN 
LAUGH TO HIMSELF, HE DOES THIS NEARLY ALL THE TIME. (MOST 
COMMUNICATION AND WHAT APPEARS IN THIS INTERVIEW IS ONLY WHAT I 
COULD GRASP FROM HIS QUICK GARBLED DIALOG I) I FOUND MYSELF 
NODDING AND SMILING AS IF I UNDERSTOOD WHAT HE WAS SAYING 

"GOOD AWRIGHT. I NEED ME SOME VITAMIN S' WHERES MY 
TRANSFUSION?' HASIL ASKED WITH GOOD NATURED IMPATIENCE (OR JUST 
DRUNK IMPULSE) 

"NOW YOU JEST WAIT, HASIL! LARS WENT OUT TO 
THE CAR TO FETCH IT HE’LL BE RIGHT BACK". FRANCES SCOLDED HIM 
MILDLY LARS COMES BACK WITH A BOTTLE OF VODKA AND SOME COCA 
COLA HASIL POURS HIMSELF A TALL ONE WITH A NEGLIGIBLE AMOUNT OF 
COKE FOR COLORATION, HE NEVER STOPPED TALKING. WHEN HE WASN'T 
ASKING WHAT WE THOUGHT ABOUT A PARTCULAR SONG. HE WAS 

DISCUSSING WHAT HE WANTED TO DO. 'I WANT TO DO AN ALBUM OF ALL 

COUNTRY SONGS, WHAT DO YA THINK?" 'YOU DO WHAT MAKES YOU 
HAPPY. HONEY", FRANCES TOLD HIM "I THINK THATD BE WONDERFUL 
YOU WRITE BEAUTIFUL COUNTRY SONGS!" 'DO YOU THINK PEOPLE WOULD 
LIKE IT IF I MADE A COUNTRY RECORD?' HE ASKS ME 'YEAH. I THINK THAT 
WOULD KICK ASS", I RESPONDED, "BUT I DON'T THINK YOU'D BE IN THE SAME 
MARKET AS THAT CRAP THAT PASSES FOR COUNTRY MUSIC THESE DAYS! 
ANYBODY WITH TASTE THOUGH, LIKE THE PEOPLE WHO LIKE YOUR 
HUNCHIN' STUFF, WOULD LOVE IT THOUGH'" YEAH, YEAH, I THINK THEY 
WOULD " HE NODDED AND FINISHED OFF HIS DRINK. 

I TALKED WITH FRANCES AS WE SAT IN THE CONTROL ROOM 
AND HASIL WENT BACK OUT TO RECORD SCME MORE "SONGS'. THEY HAD 
ONLY BEEN GOING OUT A COUPLE OF MONTHS. BUT HE SEEMED TO 
IMPRESS HER GREATLY. SHE EXPLAINED TO ME THAT SHE'D NEVER 8EEN 
INTO MUSIC OR PARTYING UNTIL SHE MEET HASIL SHE WAS RAISING KIDS 

AND TEACHING SCHOOL WHEN A YOUNG HASIL WAS GETTING STARTEO. 

AND SHE DIDN'T GET INTO ROCK AND ROLL OR THE WILD SIDE OF LIFE UNTIL 
HER HUSBAND PASSED AWAY. YOU MUST HAVE CONSTANT 
ENTERTAINMENT DATING HASIL". I PRODDED HER "HONEY, ITS NOT 
ALWAYS AS EXCITING AS THIS HE CAN GET REAL SCARY SOMETIMES. YA 
KNOW. WHEN HE'S BEEN DRINKIN'HEAVY .. WHOOI WATCH OUT!!" SHE 
CONTINUED "HES HAD LOTS OF WOMEN IN HIS LIFE. AND HE AIN'T THE 
EASIEST PERSON TO LOVE OR GET TO TRUSTIN' YOU BECAUSE OF IT.'' 
DESPITE THE FACT THAT HASIL VOICED THE DESIRE TO WRAP UP AND DO 
HIS RECORDING AT HOME WHERE HE DIDN'T HAVE PEOPLE TELLING HIM TO 
PLAY SHORTER SONGS ("CAIN'T YA JUST FADE THEM PARTS OUT WHATS 
TOO LONG FER THE RECORD?' HE ASKED BILLY ), OR WHEN TO STOP AND 
START, HE STAYED ON PLAYING INGESTING HIS 'VITAMIN B". AND REMAINED 
VERY VIBRANT UNTIL AROUND MIDNIGHT 

THERE WERE TWO SHOWS BOOKED AT MAXWELL'S, BUT I 
MISSED THE FIRST ONE. IT HAD BEEN SOLD OUT! I HEADED HOME WITH 
PLANS ON GETTING TO MAXWELL'S EARLY THE NEXT NIGHT WHEN I RAN 
INTO HASIL AND FRANCES AGAIN, I TOLD THEM OF MY TROUBLES, AND 
FRANCES GREW LIVID AND REPROACHED ME FOR NOT FINDING HER THE 
NIGHT 8EFORE AND "STRAIGHTENING OUT THE MATTER " SHE WAS 
PRETTY LOADED ALREADY. 

I FOUND HASIL OUTSIDE THE CLUB THE SECOND 
NIGHT POSING FOR PICTURES. HE GREETED ME GOOD NATUREDLY AS WE 
ENTERED THE BAR TOGETHER I ATTEMPTED TO GET A MORE DETAILED 
INTERVIEW IN AMIDST THE INTERRUPTIONS OF FANS COMING BY TO GET A 
FEW WORDS IN . "HOW OLD WERE YOU WHEN YOU FIRST PICKED UP THE 
GUITAR?" 

'WELL I PICKED UP GUITAR WHEN I WAS. I DUNNO ... ABOUT 13 YEARS OLD I 
STARTED BANGIN' ON OLD MILK BUCKETS I'D MADE A GUITAR OUT OF " 

"DID YOU EVER PLAY WITH ANY BANDS', I ASKED. 

"OH, YEAH", HE SAID 
'WHAT WERE THEY CALLED?" 

"OH, I DON'T REMEMBER JUST GUYS AROUND MY HOMETOWN, YOU KNOW 
BUT THEY COULDN'T KEEP UP WITH ME! THEY NEVER KNEW HOW TO PLAY 
WITH ME'" 

"SO YOU STARTED THE ONE MAN BAND?" 

■YEP " 

"DID YOU KNOW THAT YOU WERE MAKING GREAT MUSIC FROM THE START 
EVEN THOUGH YOU WEREN'T GETTING THE SAME PUBLICITY AS YOUR 
CONTEMPORARIES?' 

"OH, I DON'T KNOW I WAS JUST PLAYIN'MUSIC YKNOW ITS JUST IN ME. I 
GOTTA PLAY'" 

"YOU WERE TELLING ME THE OTHER NIGHT THAT YOU HAVE ABOUT 1000 
SONGS IN YOUR HEAD HOW MAN Y OF THOSE DO YOU HAVE YET TO 
RECORD?" 

"OH. I DON'T KNOW MOST OF THEM I RECKON "

COMPS "WHAT A WAY TO DIE", "WAIL ON THE BEACH", "GET ABOARD").

AND THE SUNSHINE BAND? MIAMI SOUND MACHINE? YOU PROBABLY DIDN'T EVEN REALIZE THESE CRAPPY BANDS CAME OUT OF THE LAND OF SUN, SAND 
SWAMPS, AND GERIATRICS BY THE SCORE. BUT THERE'S A LOT OF THINGS THAT HAPPENED IN THE SUNSHINE STATE, IN JUST THE 60'S ALONE, THAT ONLY 
THE LOCALS REMEMBER. AND THAT'S THE WHOLE POINT OF THIS ARTICLE, TO SHED SOME LIGHT ON WHAT YOU AND A LOT OF OTHER PEOPLE. MISSED 
IN THE PAST 2 INSTALLMENTS WE TOLD YOU ABOUT THE NIGHTCRAWLERS AND EVIL, BOTH RELATIVELY UNKNOWN GREATS OF THE PAST. IN PART THREE

'GATORS WAS ROCKIN'I DURING THE PUNK MOVEMENT OF THE LATE 70'S AND 80'S FLORIDA WAS HOME TO (ANOTHER VERY SHORT LIST) CHARLIE PICKETT 
AND THE EGGS. WHOSE 'EGGS'' LATER BECAME THE PSYCHODAISIES, JEHOVAH'S SICKNESS, GAY COWBOYS IN BONDAGE FOUL EXISTENCE. THE 
BASTARDS (WHO PUT ON SOME LEGENDARY SHOWS IN ATLANTA, UPON RELOCATING THERE. BUT ALAS, NO VINYL EXISTS!) THE CHANT, AND THE SADLY

THERE'S A GREAT TAKE OF 'YOU DON'T KNOW ( HOW YOUNG YOU ARE)' 
AND 2 EARLY STONES - ISH FAST INSTRUMENTAL TAKES ON "LEVITATION" 
SURPRISINGLY, THE UNRELEASED TRACKS OF THE ELEVATORS GOING
